The  Rating.  In  front  of  almost  every  variety  in  this  catalog  you  find  a 
figure,  for  instance  8.3,  7.2,  etc.,  which  refers  to  the  rating  the  variety  re¬ 
ceived  in  the  symposium  of  the  American  Peony  Society. 

In  1921  the  American  Peony  Society  took  a  vote  of  its  members  as  to  the 
merits  of  the  various  varieties.  In  1925  another  vote  was  taken  in  which 
some  additional  ratings  were  given. 

The  highest  rating  a  peony  can  receive  is  10.  This  far  the  highest  rating 
received  by  any  variety  is  9.9  (Le  Cygne).  9  is  excellent,  8  is  very  good, 
7  is  good.  Varieties  rated  5  or  6  have  gradually  been  discarded  by  reputable 
growers. 

Only  2jio  per  cent  of  the  varieties  in  our  collection  rate  between  7  and  7.5. 
Most  varieties  have  a  rating  between  8  and  10.  None  below  7. 

Although  the  rating  has  done  a  world  of  good  in  the  elimination  of  poor 
and  obsolete  sorts,  and  gives  the  amateur  a  good  general  idea  of  the  merits 
of  the  different  varieties,  it  should  not  be  taken  by  any  means,  that  a  variety 
with  a  rating  of  for  instance  9.2,  is  in  every  way  to  be  preferred  to  one  rating 
for  instance  8.4.

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Cultural  Notes 

Although  the  Peony  has  no  equal  in  vigor  and  hardiness,  and  will  get  along  under  almost  any  con¬ 
dition,  it  appreciates  cultivation,  fertilization  and  irrigation.  It  should  not  be  planted  next  to  a  tree 
or  among  large  shrubs,  as  it  responds  to1  freedom. 


SOIL.  Peonies  will  do  well  in  any  well  drained,  fairly  heavy 
garden  soil.  If  you  contemplate  taking  out  a  bed  of  Peonies  and 
replacing  them  with  different  varieties,  it  is  advisable  to  remove 
as  much  of  the  old  soil  as  passible  and  replace  with  new,  fairly 
heavy  garden  soil.  Peonies  cannot  be  grown  successfully  where 
drainage  is  poor. 

PLANTING.  Beware  of  too  deep  planting.  Make  the  hole 
deep  and  wide  enough  to  accommodate  the  roots,  set  the  root 
straight  up,  so  that  the  topmost  eyes  or  buds  are  covered  with 
two  inches  of  soil. 

If  they  are  to  be  planted  in  a  permanent  bed,  the  plants  should 
be  planted  at  least  three  feet  apart;  in  fact,  3^2  or  4  feet  is  better. 

Varieties  of  delicate  coloring  or  true  red  often  develop  their 
color  better  in  semi-shade;  but  do  not  plant  close  to  trees. 

FERTILIZER.  If  fertilizer  is  used,  be  sure  that  it  does  not 
come  in  immediate  contact  with  the  roots;  it  should  be  well  de¬ 
cayed  and  thoroughly  incorporated  with  the  soil.  Bone  meal  and 
hardwood  ashes  are  very  beneficial  for  Peonies. 

MULCHING.  A  3  to  4  inch  deep  mulch  of  straw  or  leaves 
during  the  first  Winter  is  very  beneficial,  especially  if  the 
Peonies  are  planted  in  soil  that  heaves  in  Winter  and  early 
Spring.  Apply  mulch  when  ground  is  frozen. 


HOW  TO  PLANT  PEONY  ROOTS. 


Make  hole  deep  and  wide  enough  to 
accommodate  the  roots.  Plant  so  that  the 
“eyes”  are  NOT  more  than  two  inches 
below  the  surface.  TOO  DEEP  PLANT¬ 
ING  OFTEN  IS  THE  REASON  WHY 
PEONIES  DO  NOT  BLOOM. 


DISEASES  OR  ENEMIES.  Peonies  have  no 
insect  enemies.  The  ants  that  you  will  find  on 
Peony  buds  are  after  a  sweet  substance  and  dis¬ 
appear  as  soon  as  the  bud  begins  to  open;  they 
are  absolutely  harmless  to  the  plant.  The  only 
diseases  which  may  come  to  Peonies  are  diseases 
of  the  roots,  which  will  not  be  serious  if  a  few 
simple  precautions  are  taken.  Plant  nothing  but 
clean  roots.  Any  stalk  becoming  rotten  at  the 
bottom  and  falling  over  should  be  promptly  re¬ 
moved  as  near  to  the  crown  as  possible,  and 
burned.  Poor  drainage,  too  heavy  soil  and  ma¬ 
nure  are  practically  always  the  cause  of  disease. 

If,  however,  a  plant  is  evidently  doing  badly  for 
a  year  or  two,  dig  it  up  in  September;  if  root  rot 
is  found,  dig  it  out,  wash  it  thoroughly,  divide  the 
plant  and  replant  in  rich  new  soil.  If  a  plant  pro¬ 


duces  much  foliage  and  no  blooms,  nine  out  of 
ten  times  it  has  been  planted  too  deep;  take  it  up 
in  September,  divide  and  replant  so  that  the  eyes 
or  buds  are  covered  with  two  inches  of  soil. 

FLOWERING.  Especially  varieties  of  delicate 
coloring  will  develop  better  flowers  indoors  than 
in  the  garden.  When  taking  flowers  into  the 
house,  they  should  be  cut  after  the  bud  softens. 

Peonies  planted  before  the  middle  of  October 
usually  give  a  few  flowers  the.  following  Spring. 
However,  the  best  blossoms  will  come  from  the 
third  year  on. 

DISBUDDING.  To  increase  the  size  of  flowers, 
pinch  off  each  side  bud,  leaving  one  bud  to  each 
stalk.  On  a  similar  principle,  size  can  be  increased 
by  removing  all  buds  from  a  part  of  the  stalks. 


Types  of  Bloom  *  Divided  Into  Eight  Classes 


SINGLE.  These  have  a  single  row  of  broad 
guard  petals  with  the  center  filled  with  a  mass  of 
pollen-bearing  stamens. 

JAPANESE.  In  these,  the  doubling  has  just 
begun.  They  have  wide  guard  petals,  same  as  the 
singles,  but  the  stamens  and  anthers  are  greatly 
enlarged  into  thick  but  narrow  petaloids. 

ANEMONE.  The  next  stage  in  development, 
all  the  stamens  being  transformed  into  short,  nar¬ 
row  petals,  which  form  a  round  cushion  in  the 
center  of  the  flower. 

SEMI-DOUBLE.  These  have  several  rows  of 
wide  petals  and  a  center  of  partially  transformed 
petals,  with  stamens  intermixed.  The  guard  petals 
may  or  may  not  be  distinct  from  the  petaloids. 


CROWN.  These  have  wide  petals  in  the  center 
of  the  flower,  which  form  a  high  crown,  around 
which  narrow  short  petals  form  a  ring  or  collar. 
Very  often  the  crown  and  guard  petals  are  of  a 
different  color  or  shade  from  the  collar. 

BOMB.  This  type  has  center  petals  nearly  uni¬ 
form  in  width,  distinct  from  the  guard  petals  and 
forming  a  globe-shaped  center  without  collar  or 
crown. 

SEMI-ROSE.  All  petals  are  uniformly  wide, 
interspersed  with  a  few  pollen-bearing  stamens. 

ROSE.  In  this  type,  the  doubling  process  is 
completed,  forming  a  perfect  full  rose  shape  with¬ 
out  stamens.

There  is  a  great  advantage  in  making  selections  while  assortments  are  com¬ 
plete  and  when  you  can  be  sure  of  getting  exactly  what  you  have  been  planning 
to  add  to  your  garden. 


Please  Read  Before  Ordering  Peonies 


SHIPPING  TIME.  We  start  shipping  Peonies 
early  in  September,  and  continue  until  the  ground 
freezes.  Seasons  will  vary;  sometimes  we  can  be¬ 
gin  digging  late  in  August  and  sometimes  not 
until  the  beginning  of  September,  according  to  the 
development  of  the  eyes.  We  do  not  ship  in  the 
Spring.  Peonies  that  are  dug  in  the  Fall,  kept  in 
storage  over  Winter  and  planted  in  the  Spring 
may  often  come  out  all  right.  But  it  would  be 
against  our  best  judgment  as  Peony  growers  to 
say  that  Spring  planting  is  as  good  as  Fall  plant¬ 
ing.  We  do  not  encourage  Spring  planting. 

TIME  TO  PLANT.  Peonies  can  be  success¬ 
fully  planted  from  the  first  of  September  until  the 
ground  freezes.  If  you  plant  before  October  1 5th 
the  plants,  as  a  rule,  will  have  time  to  get  estab¬ 
lished  to  some  extent  before  Winter  sets  in,  and 
will  give  some  blossoms  the  first  year. 

SIZE  OF  PLANTS.  At  prices  quoted  in  this 
catalog  we  send  out  divisions  with  three  to  five 
eyes.  All  divisions  are  from  two-or  three-year-old 
plants.  This  is  the  most  desirable  plant  for  any 
purpose. 


From  experience  we  know  that  two-  or  three- 
year-old  or  older  clumps  will,  if  not  immediately, 
ultimately  disappoint  the  customer.  We  therefore 
discourage  the  purchasing  of  large  clumps.  Neither 
do  we  send  out  so-called  small  divisions.  It  is  true 
that  in  time  many  of  these  small  divisions,  with 
some  extra  good  care  will  make  as  good  plants  as 
the  larger  divisions,  but  it  takes  at  least  one  addi¬ 
tional  year  to  develop  them.  We  know  that  the 
average  grower  will  be  far  more  likely  to  succeed 
and  obtain  more  satisfaction  with  standard  plants 
than  small  stock.  When  comparing  prices  you 
should  bear  in  mind  that  our  plants  are  liberally 
graded.  Our  repeat  business  shows  that  our 
plants  are  preferred.

Cottage  Gardens  Peonies  are  guaranteed 
to  be  true  to  name  and  should,  within  three 
years  from  date  of  shipment,  any  of  them 
prove  to  the  contrary,  we  will  replace  such 
plants  without  charge,  or  refund  money  to 
the  extent  of  the  original  purchase  price. 


As  you  will  note,  the  “knife”  of  this  tool  runs  under  the  plant,  loosening  it  and  still  not  throwing  it  on  top  of  the  ground 
like  “plow-digging.”  This  method  prevents  the  plants  from  being  exposed  to  the  air  and  sun  and  as  the  photograph  shows 
the  p  ants  come  out  “without  a  scratch”  from  plow  or  spade.  This  is  a  field  of  two-year  plants. 
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Peonies  for  Landscape  Effect 


At  no  time  during-  the  growing  season  does  a 
Peony  planting  look  unsightly,  for  its  beautiful 
green  and  dense  foliage  always  harmonizes  well  with 
the  landscape.  This  fact  really  makes  Peonies  indis¬ 
pensable  in  a  landscape  project. 


For  instance,  some  magnificent  borders  have  been 
produced  with  Lord  Kitchener,  a  variety  that  com¬ 
bines  a  brilliant  red  color  with  abundance  of  bloom 
and  fine  green,  dense  foliage,  making  a  gorgeous  rib¬ 
bon  of  flowrers.  It  blooms  with  the  early  red  Peonies. 


Another  favorite  in  that  way  is  Augustin  d'Hour, 
which  is  taller  than  Lord  Kitchener  and  has  a  sug¬ 
gestion  of  blue  in  its  beautiful  silvery  rich  sol- 
ferino-red. 


A  unique  Peony  for  borders  is  Octavie  Domay. 
This  plant  is  of  dwarf  habit.  The  blooms,  an  ex¬ 
quisite  hydrangea-pink,  possess  a  lovely  fragrance 
and  its  foliage  is  of  a  pleasing  shade  of  green 
and  especially  well  arranged.  Besides  it  is  one  of 
the  earliest  Peonies  out. 


We  cannot  help  but  also  bring  to  your  special 
attention  those  glorious  Peonies,  Heine  Hortense, 
Baroness  Schroeder  and  Karl  Bosenfield.  Karl 
Rosenfield,  when  planted  where  it  does  not  get  the 
mid-day  sun,  produces  red  flowers  that  without 
any  exception  have  not  yet  been  surpassed.  Baroness 
Schroeder  produces  foliage  of  a  conspicuous  light 
green  and  the  flowers  are  of  a  startling  freshness  and 
vigor.  Reine  Hortense,  another  winner,  has  a  record 
for  producing  its  gigantic  blossoms  of  that  lovely 
hydrangea-pink  in  abundance  in  any  season,  whatever 
the  weather  may  be. 


Newer  varieties,  such  as  Le  Cygne,  Therese,  Philippe 
Rivoire,  Cherry  Hill,  La  Prance,  have  not  been  used 
very  much  for  mass  planting  on  account  of  their 
scarcity  and  high  price,  but  where  expense  is  not 
the  first  consideration,  these  and  other  aristocrats 
opportunities  galore  to  create  enchanting 


Japanese  Peonies  give  ample  opportunity  for  the 
creation  of  highly  artistic  effects.  For  instance,  that 
magnificent  and  yet  inexpensive  Japanese  variety, 
Mikado,  can  especially  be  recommended.  Its  color 
is  an  inimitable  crimson,  with  narrow  filamental 
petals  crimson  edged  and  tipped  gold.  It  is  of  great 
artistic  appeal.  Mikado  possesses  quality  that  can¬ 
not  be  found  in  any  other  Japanese  variety.

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Hyacinths 

Hyacinths  take  an  important  place  among  Holland  bulbs.  Their  colors  are  bright  and  cheerful  and  beds 
of  them  with  groups  of  the  different  shades  are  always  a  pleasing  sight. 

Although  Hyacinths  are  often  used  in  regular  beds,  geometrically,  with  even  surfaces  of  pure  color,  they 
are  also  very  lovely  when  planted  in  drifts  between  Spring-flowering  shrubs  and  with  long-stemmed  Tulips 
and  early-flowering  perennials. 

The  soil  for  Hyacinths  should  he  well  drained. 

Hyacinths  are  also  unusually  easy  to  force  into  flower  indoors.  They  can  either  be  put  in  regular  Hya¬ 
cinth  glasses  or  in  pots.  In  conservatories  they  are  also  planted  in  flats.  Plant  the  bulbs  as  soon  as  received 
and  place  in  a  cool,  dark  place  in  the  cellar,  keeping  them  moist.  As  soon  as  the  flower  bud  is  well  out  of 
the  bulb  they  may  be  brought  into  the  light. 


CULTURE 

INDOORS.  When  potted,  place  them  either  outdoors  or  in  a  cellar.  After  filling  in  the  space  between  the 
pots,  give  them  a  good  watering;  when  dry,  cover  about  one-half  foot  with  sand  and  then  with  leaves,  to 
keep  them  from  hard  freezing.  Eight  weeks  should  be  allowed  from  time  of  potting  before  examining  the 

stock,  and  those  that  are  well  rooted  may  be  removed  into  a  warm  situation  for  forcing. 

If  placed  in  a  cellar  after  potting,  which  is  often  more  convenient,  the  requirement  is  that  the  pots  are 
placed  in  a  cool,  dark  place;  or,  if  not  dark,  the  pots  may  be  covered  with  some  heavy  paper.  After  about 
eight  weeks  (the  soil  in  the  pots  should  be  kept  moist  in  the  meantime)  the  bulbs  will  have  made  enough 
growth  to  take  them  in  a  warm  room  or  conservatory.  The  longer  the  pots  are  left  in  the  dark,  cool  place, 
the  better  the  flowers  will  be.  “Forcing  your  own”  is  a  fascinating  hobby. 

OUTDOORS.  Hyacinths  should  be  planted  4  inches  deep  from  the  crown  (top)  of  the  bulb  to  the  surface 

of  the  soil,  or  less,  according  to  size,  and  about  6  inches  apart.  The  soil  should  be  made  moderately  firm. 
If  the  situation  is  somewhat  damp,  a  little  sand  placed  beneath  the  base  of  each  bulb  will  prevent  decay. 
After  planting,  the  beds  may  be  mulched  with  litter,  as  a  protection  against  severe  weather. 


Three  Sizes 

EXHIBITION  SIZE.  These  are  the  heaviest 
bulbs  obtainable.  They  produce  a  mammoth 
flower.  For  outdoor  planting  in  beds  they  are 
rather  costly  and  often  the  stems  are  too  weak 
to  support  the  extra  heavy  flowers.  Exhibition 
size  is  mostly  used  for  forcing. 

BEDDING  SIZE.  This  is  a  very  popular  size 
which  gives  unusually  fine  results  for  forcing 
indoors  or  outdoor  planting.  The  flowers  are 
smaller  than  those  of  Exhibition  size,  but  are 
often  more  graceful. 

MINIATURE  HYACINTHS.  These  are  the  3- 

year-old  bulbs,  which  are  easily  forced  and  largely 
grown  for  Winter  flowering.  Five  to  six  bulbs 
can  be  potted  in  a  6-inch  pot.  Their  flower  spike 
is  loose,  set  with  small,  neat  bells.  A  highly 
charming  decoration  in  pots,  pans  or  fiber.

Your  Otvn ” 

Unlike  a  fad,  the  forcing  of  Holland  bulbs  for  Winter 
blooming  becomes  a  delightful  habit. 

To  pot  in  the  Fall  your  favorite  varieties  and  colors  of 
Tulips  and  Hyacinths,  place  them  in  a  cool,  dark  corner  of 
your  cellar,  and  “bring  them  into  the  light”  as  you  want 
them,  is  particularly  interesting. 

To  watch  the  foliage  develop,  the  buds  appear  and  finally 
in  midwinter  have  Tulips,  Hyacinths  and  Narcissi  in  all  their 
magnificence  as  though  the  very  spirit  of  Spring  had  come 
to  your  home,  would  almost  enthuse  the  coldest  nature. 

How  it  is  Done,  The  bulbs  should  be  potted  in  the  Fall  as 
soon  as  received,  and  placed  in  a  dark,  cool  corner  of  the 
cellar,  after  having  received  a  thorough  watering.  This  dark¬ 
ness,  coolness  and  dampness  will  cause  the  bulbs  to  make 
roots  and  by  keeping  the  soil  moist  (not  wet),  the  pots  will 
gradually  be  filled  with  roots  and  the  bulbs  begin  to  make 
some  top  growth. 

Bring  Upstairs.  As  soon  as  the  roots  come  through  the 
bottom  hole  of  the  pot  in  a  mat,  the  plants  can  be  brought 
upstairs  to  be  forced  into  bloom.  The  sun  parlor  is  an  ideal 
place  for  them.  The  more  time  you  give  the  bulbs  to  make 
roots,  the  better  results  you  obtain. 

For  Special  Occasions.  It  is  not  necessary  to  bring  all 
pots  up  at  once;  you  may  leave  them  in  their  dark  place  as 
long  as  you  want,  thus  enabling  you  to  regulate  your  supply 
in  the  home  and  have  plenty  of  flowers  for  special  occasions, 
if  desired. 

Potting.  Ordinarily  you  can  plant  eight  Tulips  in  a  6-inch 
pot  and  four  Hyacinths  in  the  same  size  pot.  The  bulbs  can 
be  set  close  together.  Use  good  garden  soil,  no  fertilizer  is 
required.  Plant  the  bulbs  so  that  the  tops  are  covered  with 
just  about  half  an  inch  of  soil.  Leave  a  %-inch  rim  to  allow1 
for  proper  watering. 

High  Grade  Bulbs.  Unnecessary  to  say  that  only  the  very 
finest  grade  of  bulbs  should  be  used.  Our  bulbs  are  thor¬ 
oughly  ripened  in  Holland.  So-called  “green”  bulbs  often 
heat  on  the  way  over,  causing  the  flower-bud  in  the  bulb  to 
turn  black. 

What  to  Force.  Hyacinths  and  Single  Early  Tulips  can  be 
had  in  bloom  earlier  than  Double  Early,  Darwin,  Breeder  or 
Cottage  Tulips.  Narcissi  come  with  Single  Early  Tulips  and 
Hyacinths.  Darwin,  Breeder  and  Cottage  Tulips  should  be 
brought  into  the  light  around  the  middle  of  February,  while 
the  others  can  be  taken  up  from  the  first  of  January,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  condition  of  their  roots.  Although  Tulips,  Hya¬ 
cinths  and  Narcissi  are  the  main  items  to  force  indoors. 
Crocuses,  Grape  Hyacinths,  Scillas,  Snowdrops,  Freesias,  etc., 
can  be  treated  the  same  way.  Varieties  recommended  for 
forcing  are  marked  (*). 

The  Economy  of  It.  Not  considering  the  esthetic  value  of 
the  plan,  there  is  a  great  saving  in  forcing  your  own  bulbs. 
Besides  you  can  pot  up  your  favorite  varieties  without  de¬ 
pending  upon  what  happens  to  be  available  elsewhere.

The  ordinary  Oriental  Poppy  is  a  well-known  perennial, 
but  the  newer  varieties  have  not  yet  found  their  way  into 
every  garden.  These  new  sorts  have  colors  that  harmonize 
perfectly  with  most  other  colors  in  the  garden,  as  they 
are  either  blood-red,  white  or  salmon. 


They  do  all  right  in  almost  any  soil,  but  prefer  deep,  rich 
loam.  A  little  mulch  in  the  Fall  does  them  good.
